C ARL BREITSCHMID, master cook, is to be 
found each Wednesday night in his back- 
garden barbecue, teaching the art of outdoor cook¬ 
ing to a group of grown-up pupils under auspiot's 
of (Ireatcr N’ictoria School Boiird’s night school 
division. 

I visited him there the other evening. Clad in 
a slogan-in.scril>ed apron ajid chefs hat. he stood 
in a cloud of charcoal smoke inside a stone bower 
upon which a grape \*ine was growing. 

Hi.s pupils sat around hfm. taking notes and 
hungrilN eyeing a dozen steaks that were browning 
on the giill of a metal barbecue on legs. 

This was the last lesson of a five-week coui*se. 

A new one opens next Wednesdny. “Ten dollars 
each—and you eaCS4.50 worth of food.” Carl sa>s. 
(Anyone who is interested may apply to the school 
board offices.) 

it it it 

Carl kept up a flow of instructions as he tend¬ 
ed the steaks. 

Meanwhile, someone else fetched chunks of 
pineapple that had been barbecued in silver foil, 
on another grill Delicioas. There was corn, done 
the same way. And then the steaks. Tender, sweet 
and smoky. 

I learned that on previous Wednesday eve¬ 
nings the pupil-cooks had helped prepare and eat 
barbecued salmon, chicken, pork chops, potatoes, 
apples, Hawaiian oranges, bananas and other tasty 
fare. 

It didn’t sound to me like a course of lessons 
that would make anyone want to play hookey. Yet 
one of the pupils, a Victoria lawyer, confided that 
he had missed three lessons. 

it it it 

“What ndstakes do people make, when they 
are cooking food on an outdoor barbecue?” I asked 
Carl. 

“The fire,** he said. “Most of them put on too 
many charcoal briquets, or not enough. When 
there's too much, if s a waste of fuel, and you spoil 
your meat, dry It out too much. 

‘‘You can have liver, kidney, which don’t re¬ 
quire as much cooking as you would for beef. And 
the beef, round steak cut in small cubes, mush¬ 
room. slice of Spanish onion, green peppers, and 
string them alternately on a skewer. 

“It doesn’t take long—15 or 20 minutes-^but 
you’ve got to baste It. 

‘Te-bone steak, should be an inch-and-a-half 
thick or even thicker. Lower it close to the fire 
for three minutes to sear it. Raise it five or, six 
inches above the fire, let It cook the 10-12 minutes; 
as soon as the juke starts to bubble, turn It over 
and do the same on the other side. Twenty or 25 
minutes for a two-inch steak. 

”If there’s not enough fire, you cook it too 
slowly, and that dries it out, too. 

“Another thing is selecting the kind of food 
and making It the right size and thickness. When 
you’re making shish kebabs, and you’re putting the 
pieces of meat with vegetables, together, you have 
to cut the meat fmaller, and you have to baste It. 
because if you don’ty the vegetables will be done 
before the meat.” 

“Chkken—It can be whole or jointed. But spit 
barbecueing is differapt from griil barbecueing. You 
can marinate In wine or beer for a time, too, Mfore 
you put It on the grill. 

“A lot of people think barbecuing is expen¬ 
sive. It isn’t It costs less to eat on a barbecue for 
20 people than to serve dinner inside for eight 
people. You save on fuel, hot water, dishes—use 
paper plates. 

it it it 

“A good chef should always start his fire 
long In advance. I start mine 40 or 45 minutes in 
ach^nce. While the fire gets under way he can pre¬ 
pare other things, and the guests can swim or play 
games. Then get people to help. Give them some¬ 
thing to do. 

“Barbecueing takes time. It’s a leisure thing. 
It’s not flke ruslUng Into a restaurant, sitting at a 
counter and gobblfiig the food down. It*s meant 
for relaxation. Take your TV set in the garden If 
you want. Set up your portable swinfming pool. 

“You can set up a barbecque for as little as $30- 
$35 with all the equipment you need. Keep It simple, 
until you learn moae. Keep your barbecue sauce 
simple, if you want it—then you can build your 
own sauce from there. Always use freshly-ground 
pepper. Never season a steak until It’s nearly 
finished—otherwise you lose the meat flavor and 
just taste the condiments.” ,

“Some people are putting barbecues In their 
boats. Catch the Hah. clean It, put it straight in the 
barbecue. Fm not a fish-eater, but I like fish 
barbecukl. 

“We have different people taking the course 
—^hlgh sdiool students, newlyweds. You don’t have 
to be a millionaire to have a barbecue.” 

it it it 

Carl’s course is the first of its kind in Western 
Canada. Carl is well qualified to run it. He was 
trained at the Hotel du Lac. Lucerne, in his native 
^tzerland. and practiced his art in some fine 
hotels in the Frehch Riviera. Italy and In Mon¬ 
treal. 

He ran a Victoria restaurant for some years; 
now runs a delicatessen shop.

barbecueing goes back to cave-man days, has 
a history that includes the roasting of whole 
buffalo and steers for great Texas parties, and now 
has come around to the 20th-centiiry urban cave¬ 
man who refreshes himself and his family with 
outdoor cooking, after the day’s hunt fer the dollar.

It is not generally appreciated 
that before 1939 French scien 
tists had made notable 
coveries and progress in the

While other nations were 
free to pursue studies at ac¬ 
celerated pace. France durtng 
the next six years had to 


abandon work in that branch 
of science. Thus when peace 
came she had six years of lost 
time to make up. during 
period of general rehabilitation 
after the German occupation. 

Thus the period from 1945 
lo 19S3 had to be devoted to 
prospecting for nuclear ores, 
aettlng up laboratories and 


training engineers and techni 
dans. 

It was the failure of disarm 
ament talks which led the 
French government to decide 
to equip its armed forces with 
nuclear weapons as a contri¬ 
bution to the defence of 
Europe and the Atlantic al- 
llanos. 

France's moral right to ex 
plode atomic bombs as a de¬ 
monstration to the world that 
she was a force to be reckoned 
with is questionable only in¬ 
sofar as the right of ANY 
nation to do so is questionable. 
Certainly she had as much 
"right" to test atomic weapons 
as had the United States, Rus¬ 
sia or anyone else. In the 
Western alliance America is 
least qualified to offer criti¬ 
cism or objection. 

Leaving that political 4l|ues- 
tion aside, the mission of 
France’s research centres is^to 
prepare lor the industrial use 
of atomic energy through basic 
Iresearch and by perfecting new 
techniques.

Sidney from 
Tsawwassen to Swartz Bay yester¬ 
day in less than a hour and a half 
Rave Victoria and V’ancouver an im¬ 
portant link in ferr>^ connections be¬ 
tween \’ancouver Island and the 
Mainland.

On June 15 the 
new route shpuld be open to the 
public. 

Mr. Gaglardi's comment yester¬ 
day that this is only t start and that 
night service dh the route may be 
considered if traffic should warrant 
it. indicates that the government has 
no doubts about the success of this 
venture. Upwag^ of $10,000,000 has 
been absorbed in opening the new 
ferry route, which brir^ the down¬

No Featherbedding 


X/ICTORIA Labor Council has in- 
V formed the dty council of its 
concern about a proposed reduction 
in the strength of the civic staff **at 
a time when unemployment is of 
such high proportions in this area.*' 
Similar protests by labor have been 
made In other parts of the country to 
Postmaster-General Hamilton with 
respect to his plans to Introduce 
more automatic or semi-automatic 
machines into the process of mail 
handling, on the ground that the 
unemployment situation will he ag¬ 
gravated thereby. 

In both cases it has been explain¬ 
ed that staff retrenchment if there 
Is to be any will be accompUshed 
by a process of abolishing positions 
rather than discharging pe rs o ns . 
Where employees retire or otherwise 
leave the service, replacement will 
not be automatic but will be gov¬ 
erned by the necessity of the work 
performed. In the case of the post 
office department assurance has been 
given more than once that no one 
now employed will be hurt; that 


those whose jobs become redundant 
will be transferred to fill openings 
as they occur in other branches. 

Evm if employees were to be 
fired, it should not be necessary for 
either the Dominion or the City to 
justify its actions. While sudden lay¬ 
offs or the wiping out of jobs, espe¬ 
cially when jobs are scarce, is al¬ 
ways distressing it should be pointed 
out that it is not the function or re- 
spon.«ihility of any public body to 
create or maintain pMitions just for 
the sake of providing employment. 

In the case of the postmaster- 
general it is his duty to give the pub¬ 
lic the best possible mail service. 
If that can be done cheaper by 
adopting more modem methods 
then it is his duty to adopt them, 
his responsibility being to the tax¬ 
payers. Similarly with a local body 
if adequate service can be given with 
fewer employees it it the duty of the 
round! to take the necessary steps. 
Both would expose themselves to 
legitimate rebuke tf they practiaed 
featherbedding at public expense. 


The Humanitarian Instinct 


A WELCOME easement of prob¬ 
lems for various types of pen- 
sionerB seems to be under way. It 
bespeaks the humanitarian instinct 
and is good for the natjk>nal con¬ 
science. ^rly this week the Com¬ 
mons voted to permit old-age aecur- 
ity pensioners to live where they 
please while drawing their pensions; 
providing only they met the reason¬ 
able qualification of 25 years pre¬ 
vious stay in Canada.

A MAN who ha* been aceuwd both of 
being a Naal and a Communist but 
who ttin has managed to retain friend- 
ship with the United SUtea, is returning 
as president of Bolivis.

Victoria and X’ancouvrr to little 
more than three hours with the 18- 
knot ferries and otganized bus tran¬ 
sit between. Public use of the ferries 
will decide the future of the develop¬ 
ment.

In theoe cold war days of couraa 
the dominance of the United States 
and the impact abroad of its enter¬ 
tainment ethos tend te Munt the lines 
ot North America. Probably most 
Europeans never heard of the 49th 
Parallel and feel no urge to study 
the atlas either for recreation or in¬ 
formation. Quite likely the foreign 
mind Instinctively regards Canada as 
a aateUite of the UJS.A. apd thinks 
no farther, even though in many re¬ 
spects BrlUin and Western Europe 
are feUow-sateUitet, both defensively 
end In their absosptiob of American 
lore.

Return to Private Diplomacy 


T he winds of change are not blow¬ 
ing only in Africa but in tha 
world of diplomacy. There is increas¬

A world of arc 
lights and television cameras, a city 
of journallata, and the battle for the 
limelight are hardly tha conditions 
conducive to the most intelUgent dis¬ 
cussion of tha world's problems—and 
International conferences which pro¬ 
vide a platform for insults and vitriol

It avoids the num¬ 
erous red herrings of public negotia¬ 
tion, the oapitaiixation of misunder¬ 
standings and the playing to the gal¬ 
lary of fickle public opinion. It takes

Putting it plainly, the minister of 
education said the provlnct'e 300,000 
students win be doing "more push¬ 
ups” in future.^The time allocatad to 
physical aduoa^n laiMlng increased 
throughout grades 7 to 12. High 
school lessons in "dating and danc¬ 
ing" will be replaced by physical 
exerdae. The objective Is full partici¬ 
pation by all students; many games 
which involve spectators are to be 
abolished. 

• The B.C. proposals should be of 
interest In Alberta and In other prov¬ 
inces. Even more interesting is ths 
theory underlying them. The minister 
of education, Leslie Peterson, says 
surveys show thi^t the chUdren's low 
level of physical fitness is due not ao 
much to deficiencies In physical edu¬ 
cation programs in the schools as to 
deficiencies created by a luxurious 
way of life. A person may be dia- 
satisfied with the school programs 


and atm agree that there la some- ^ « 

thing In Mr. Peter«>n’i view. Many I 
children today spend much time si^ ^ 

ting—in automobilaa, on the benches 


watching others play aports, and be¬ 
fore the television screen. They are 
not getting as much exerdae as thoaa 
of even one pr two generations ago— 
and their phyaical condition shows it 

Mr. Petaraon’t statements imply 
that to compensate for the phyaical 
defidandca of modern life, the school 
program riiould ensure that all chil¬ 
dren are given regular physical train¬ 
ing. For this purpose, there la no 
aubetituto for a basic program of 
vigorous exercise in which the whole 
class takes part at one time. 

Such a program la economical of 
space, time. sUff and money. Cana¬ 
dian schools have drifted away from 
exerdae and have come to rely 
heavily on games. Unfortunately, 
some games, in spite of their value 
as character builders and as forma of 
recreation, give many of the children 
little exerdse during the physical 
edpcatlon period. It looks as though 
B.C. were planning more exerdae and 
fewer games. The shift seems to be 
required to put Canadian children on 
the same level as European children 
In terms of muscular fitnem.

"'Bookmakers' profits form' the treasury of organized' 
crime in the United States.”—Gov, Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York. 

Steady, now. let’s try to keep cool. On the authority of 
a retired bookie. "Newsweek” reports that illegal betting in 
the United States is a $10 billion business delivering an an¬ 
nual profit of $ 1 .S billion, after bribes. If the first figure is 
correct, the second is too high, hut no matter. Does anyone 
not in public office seriously believe that the ordinary man 
with a nice, safe piece of such a business would divert his 
profits into murder, robbery, white slavery, dope-pushing or 
smuggling Chinese at the risk of losing his livelihood, liberty 
and perhaps his life? 

Even if the bookie had no moral .scruples against peddling 
heroin at P.S. 89. he would be gambling a steady, dependable 
Income in activities where exposure would humiliate his son 
at Harvard and his daughter in the convent and make his wife 
the laughingstock of. her Mah Jongg club. And believe it, 
hookies are not gamblers. 

Not Le^nl Tender 

The notion, so popular among public speakers, that hook¬ 
making profits necessarily go back into illegal channels seems 
tp be based on a feeling that money from gambling is tainted 
and therefore not legal tender for sirloins and sailboats. 

“Newsweek ” makes half hearted obeisance to this legend 
by observing that “the cash that Joe Waldorf loses betting 
may help provide the down payment on a brothel or start a 
narcotics salesman on a new route.” The point isn’t pressed, 
though, perhaps in the realization that the .same could be 
true of the cash Joe Waldorf makes selling used cars. 

If Mr. Silvers’ overwrought adage were edited to begin. 
“Scratch a human.” it might be nearer the truth, for murder 
la committed by persons in all walks. Including the clergy, 
and for nuiny motives. Business competition can be a motive, 
even competition in the bookmaking business. 

After quoting the public utterances of public utterers. 
“Newsweek” finds little or no evidence of the connections 
they suggest between gambling and organized crime. 

“Are bookies centrally controlled?” the report asks. “Do 
they have a union, perhaps the Mafia? Almost every respon¬ 
sible law enforcement officer says no ... for the most part. 
American bookmakers are small independent business men. 
purrhasing certain services and certain numbers of policemen, 
and trying desperately to remain anonymous.”

June 23 

Uanimous approval wai 
given by city council yes¬ 
terday to a statement from 
Mayor Scurrah calling for 
support of Victoria’s park¬ 
ing-building and mall plan.

Mayo^ Scurrah gave these 
reasons for supporting the 
plan: 

• At least another 1.000 
spaces for parking are needed, 
he said, in the central down¬ 
town area.

Navy Sips, Can’t Swallow 


OTTAWA (CPI When the 
defence department buy* rum 
for the navy it doesn’t take 
any chances with the quality. 

A fiveman panel In the de¬ 
partment's chemicals inspec¬ 
tion branch puts the rum 
.samples submitted by distilling 
firm* to organoleptic (taste 
and odori test.*. 

When these tests began for 
the first time last year the 
testers were all civilians 
chosen for taste a(^it>. But 
the navy insisted it wanted to 


take a >ia»it4Mt.-in the affair 
ifnd managed to insert supply 
officers into the panel as 
tasters. 

For purposes of getting a 
iag on during working hours, 
however, membership on the 
taste panel is a dry loss. The 
taster may only roll the rum 


around on his tongue and then 
spit it out. 

"If he swallows it. his taste 
perception goes down,” said 
Dr. H. A. Showalyr. chief 
of the chemicals^nspection 
branch. 

The rum is diluted, and. be¬ 
tween tests the panel members 


usually sip water and eat sodt 
biscuits. ^ 

The ha^y buy* it* rum in 
bulk once a year, so the annual 
tasting bee is over in a couplt 
of days. 

The tasters compare the 
samples submitted with tha 
standard rum issue.

Settling the Sprouts 


Ov NOW 


By M. V. f'HKSMT. VHHH 

The pUnling of cabbage planta, 
Biiiasela aprouta and cauliflower ia in 
full awing now, andT the aooner they 
are aettlfd down in the aoil, the bet¬ 
ter. While cauliflower planta are a bit 
miffy and unpredictable, the reat of 
the braasica family are pretty tough 
and can take a lot of abuae, but it 
ian’t wlae to put too gfeat a atrain 
OM their conatitution by allowing 
their roota to dr>' out. 

Planta from your own aeed bed 
or coldframe ahould be ahifted to 
their growing quartera a few at a 
time, so that none of them are out of 
the ground for longer than a few 
minutea. Purchased planta ahould be 
atood in a few inches of water for 
an hour or two before planting. 


wound dusted with atdrin.or heptarh- 
lor. Club root ran be controlled to 
a remarkable extent by dusting the 
roots and planting .soil with the new 
wonder aoil fungicide known as 
PCNB and sold under the names of 
Terrachlor and Lawn A Soil 
Fungicide. 

Don’t forget that the big need of 
all the brassica family ia plenty of 
lime in the aoil. This is needed not 
only to provide calcium for the 
planta but also because club root 
thrives In an acid .soil and lime neu¬ 
tralize* excess acidity. Dress the bed 
with one cupful of hydrated lime and 
scratch shallowly into the surface 
soil. 1 think It is best to plant out 
these subjects In the bottom of a 
shallow flat-bottomed tiench to facil¬ 
itate earthing up around the stem 
later in the season. Like potatoes, 
tomatoes and some lilies, cabbage 
and sprout plants will push out extra 
feeding roots further up the stem if 
mounded up. 


lAke all other plants, roses appr^ 
ciate a good feed, particularly as they 
are coming into bloom. 

The Vigoro people put out a 
specially formulated rose food forti* .. 
fied with nnagnesium and, iron -two — 
elements not,ordinarily found in the 
common compound fertilizers, and 
this can be scratched in around the 
loots according to the directions on 
the package. Remember that dry 
fertilizers are of no use at all dur* 
ing dry weather and may even ho 
harmful if not wotered in thorough'
